THE I!»TKH.»rATK BILL. 


The bill to regulate commerce, known 


as "the Cnllom bill," as »m«nded end 
{Mt»9*d by th» Senate, provides for a 
commission of five persons, to be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with 
the'advice and consent of the Senate, to 
carry out the purpose of the bill. 
The 


orincipal office of the Commission is to 
b« at Washington, where general ses- 
sions are to be held, but special sessions 
may be held elsewhere, to suit the pub- 
lic convenience, in which ease the neo- 
essary expenses incurred are to be paid 
from tbe Treasury. Not more than 
three of the five Commissioners shall be 
appointed 
from tbe 
same 
political 


party. All persons holding stocks or 
bonds of any common carrier, or hold 


provisions of this Act, such common 
carrisT may in special cases be author- 
ized to charge itss for longer than for 
shorter distances for the transportation 
of passengers or property, and th« Com- 
mission may from time to time make 
general mitts exempting such designated 
common-carrier, in snch special eases, 
from th« operation of thib section ol 
this Act, and when such exception shall 
have been made and published, they 
shall, until changed by the Commission 
or by law, have like force and effect as 
though the s«ms bad been specified in 
this section. Any common carritr who 
shall violate the provisions of "this sec- 
tion of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
ol extortion and shall he liable to the 
person or persons against whom any 
such excessive charge was made for all 
damages occasioned by such violation. 


Tbe bill now goes t'o the House of 


Representatives for concurrence, and 
the JOUEKAL hopes it will be Gassed by 
that body, and signed by the President. 
It will be of immense benefit to Nevada, 
and remove the unjust discriminations 
practiced against the State for many 
years. It will place Reno and other 
towns on equal terms with "competi- 
tive" points, and give Nevada people a 


ing an official relation to such corpora- 
tions, are declared ineligible for ap- 
pointment. 
Tbe Commissioners must 


not engage in any other business. The 
Commission is given authority to in- 
quire into tb» business 
and man- 


agement of all common carriers, subject 
to the provisions of the bill, aud to ob- 
tain full and complete information as to 
such busintss; may require the attend- 
ance snd testimony ol witnesses and the 
production ol all books, papers, agree- 
ments, tariffs and documents relating to 
any matter under investigation, and may 
to that invoke the aid ol the United 
States Courts. 


Persons having complaints to make 


against any common carrier ol inter- 
stale commerce shall make the com- 
plaint in writing to the Commission; the 
Commission shall send tbe complaint to 
the common carrier, and require either 
the satisfaction of the complaint or an 
cioiwer in writing within a reasonable 
time specified. The Commission shall 
investigate all complaints forwarded to 
it by Slate Commissions, and may in- 
stitute inquiries on its own motion. 
Complaints shall not be dismissed be- 
cause ol the abaense of direct damage 
to complainant. The reports of tbe 
Commission shall be in writing, and its 
decision shall bo made ririrua facie evi- 
•dence in all judicial proceedings. When- 
ever any common carrier shall re'ust to 
obey any lawful order o! the Commis- 
sion, it is made the dnty of the Com- 
nmnion to apply to the United States 
Circuit Court, sitting in equity, alleg- 
ing the violation, and the Court shall 
hear and determine the matter on short 
notice and without the formal proceed- 
ings of an ordinary suits, but so as to 
do justice, and tbf Court may, iu prop- 
er CUM-S, isbue writs ol injunction or 
other process, mandatory or otherwise, 
to re lam farther violation ol tbe orders 
of the Commission on the purt of the 
common carrier oftVudiug. For such

Tho bill requires that all charges for 


any service in transporting pnssongeis 
or freights, or storing goods by common 
carriers, shall be reasonable. It pro- 
hibits all it bates and drawbacks and all 
a u just discrimination, requiring ihnt all 
persons shall be treated and charged 
alike (or services rendered under sub- 
stantially familiar circumstances and 
conditions. Every common currier sub- 
ject to the bill shall, within forty days 
after it becomes a law, file with the 
Commission copies of all its tariffs of 
fares and freights, including iti claRsi- 
ftcation and terminal charges, »nd shall 
make them public, so far as the Com 
mission may deem practicable. No ad 
vance on such published races shall be 
made within ten days of the public 
notice. The "long" and "short" term 
of the bill, being Section 4, reads as 
follows: 


That it fhall be uulawlul for any com- 


mon carrier to charge or receive any 
greater compensation in the aggregate 
for tbe transportation of passengers or 
of like class and quantity of property, 
subject to tbo provisions ol this Act, for 
a shorter than for a longer distance, 
over the same line, in the same direc- 
tion, and from the same original point 
of departure or to the same point ol ar- 
rival; but this shall not be construed 
as authorizing any common carrier with- 
in th« terms ol this Act to charge and 
receive as great compensation for a 
ahorter as for a longer distance; pro- 
vided, however, that npon application 
to the Coinmissian appointed under the 


In the Senate Wedn«sdfty Mitchell
